4) PUBLIC HEARINGS:

A. Increase appropriations, in the amount of $140,000, for the County Property
Management Fund.  (See New Business Item 6A for correlating documentation.)

5) OLD BUSINESS:

A. County Change of Zone 04080, from AG Agricultural District to I Industrial
District, requested by Capital Concrete Company, on property generally located
at the northeast corner of Highway 2 and Highway 42 (South 162nd Street) in
Lancaster County, Nebraska. 

B. An agreement with Dr. Mathias I. Okoye for forensic pathology services as the
coroner’s physician.  The services shall be provided for the County through the
County Attorney’s Office.  The services shall include forensic autopsies, provision
of a morgue facility and staff, coroner’s call, testimony, additional tests and other
services.  The term of the agreement shall be from May 1, 2005 to April 30,
2006.  The County shall pay $270,000 per year for the services and an additional
fee of $1,700 per autopsy for any autopsy over 135 for the contract year.

6) NEW BUSINESS:

A. A resolution in the matter of supplementing appropriations from the previously
adopted budget for the County Property Management Fund.  The budget needs
to be increased $140,000 because of higher costs for the remodel of the Old
Attention Center Building and higher than anticipated costs for repairs to 2200
St. Mary’s and the remodel to the Midtown Center.  (R-05-0046)

B. A resolution in the matter of transferring appropriations from the General Fund
Miscellaneous Budget to various general fund agencies (General Assistance and
Veterans Service Administration) in the amount of $1,077,620.  (R-05-0047)

C. A resolution in the matter of adopting policies regarding the security of electronic
protected health information and appointing a security officer pursuant to the
Health Insurance Portability and Accountability Act of 1996 (HIPAA).

D. An application for a Special Designated License from Duggan’s Pub, Inc. to
provide liquor beverage service at a wedding reception on Saturday, May 7, 2005
from 2:00 p.m. to 12:00 a.m. at Country Pines located at 6305 West Adams
Street in Lancaster County, Nebraska.

E. An agreement with the State of Nebraska Probation Administration for the
services of a drug technician to expedite juvenile drug testing results ordered by
the Separate Juvenile Court of Lancaster County.  Term of the agreement is May
1, 2005 through June 30, 2006.  The County will pay $7,300 for such services.

F. Hardware maintenance agreement and Business Associate addendum with IBM
for maintenance and support services on an AS/400 E-Server, three printers and
related equipment utilized by Lancaster Manor.  The term of the agreement is
July 1, 2005 through June 30, 2010.  The County shall pay $4,778.68 per year
for such services.

G. A seasonal power purchase agreement with Lincoln Electric System (LES) for the
curtailment of loads at the Lancaster County Youth Services Center during the
summer months of June to September, 2005.  Term of the agreement is June 1,
2005 to September 30, 2005.  LES will pay the County at a rate of $3.00 per
kilowatt of curtailed demand per summer season month.  (C-05-0206)

H. Service Provider Agreement between the Nebraska Department of Health and
Human Services and Lancaster County, on behalf of the Community Mental
Health Midtown Center, for adult day care services.  Term of the agreement is
May 1, 2005 through April 30, 2006.  (C-05-0207)
